Camp Fire Facts 



Sheltering the Displaced 

Shelter support for victims started November 8 th , 2018, housing 
over 1,400 evacuees at the peak, and continues to this day. 

Over 4,000 animals were physically sheltered at some point 
during the event with 2,300 animals housed at the peak of the 
disaster. Approximately 6,000 additional animals were also 
cared for and sheltered in place. 



Start Date: November 8, 2018 

Evacuated Residents: Over 50,000 

Homes destroyed: 14,000 (10,000 in the Town of 
Paradise and 4,000 in the unincorporated area) 

Commercial buildings destroyed: 528 

Other Structures Destroyed: 4,293 

Lost Lives: 85 




Continued Impacts 

Water quality remains a key concern in both the Town of 
Paradise (Paradise Irrigation District) as well as in the 
unincorporated area. 

Transportation, drinking water, and wastewater 
infrastructure were destroyed in the area and other 
infrastructure throughout the region continues to be 
impacted. 

Permanent and temporary housing for evacuees and 
victims continues to be a challenge.

Escaping to Safety 

Evacuation routes were insufficient - taking many hours to get evacuated. 

Early warning systems were ineffective - as they relied on 
infrastructure/technology which was damaged in the fire.
